Five mobile emergency broadcasting stations for use in a national. em- 
ergency wild. be tested in Ontario on May 15th from 0200 ~ 0400 E.S.T. by 
Federal Vivil Defence Officials. 

The stations are designec to be put into operation on short notice in 
the event that normal communication facilities arc curtailed in any arca, 
They would proadcest infurmation on frequencies mormally usec by radio 
Staticns in such areas. The Five stations will. be put in Arnprior—King- 
ston ~- Peterbourough ~ Comp Borden end North Bay. Yuring the tcst,pro- 
groms will. consist cf recorde: susie interspersed with the announcement 
'this is a Civil Lefence station test" sand followed by the call. letters 
of lccal stations in ths arees. Listeners in the Five areas are invit- 
ec to send reports to their local Civil “efonce Office or to CD Head- 
quarters in Ottawe. The mobile stations consist of a truck and treiler 
containing transmitting equiptment. CD heacquerters hes bought 1.0 
units at a cost of $260,000. Transmitting equiptment incluces a 150 ft 
antenna on 10 foot sections which can be erected quickly. The st«tions 
have a racius of 50 miles. Diesel. unit provides the electric power. ind. 

Well boys, Gesipte that no definite frequencies were given, there is 
no doubt that these tests will be concuctec on the regular broadcast 
band. My opinion is that as Jong as they will give call. letters of the 
area stations they sre in, it might be a hint to try the frequencics on 
which those erea stations ars located.
